Ceiling puts lid on school re-opening 


Students will probably not be retur- 
ning to the fire-damaged Glen Road 
when winter vacation ends Monday. 

According to Superintendent of 
Public Buildings Roy McClanahan the 
school, which suffered severe fire 
damage in a February 11 fire of 
suspicious origin, is still being ex- 
amined by contractors. McClanahan 
said he expected his office to have 
repair estimates later this week. 

Compounding the problem of fire 


damage, McClanahan said, is the need 
to remove an asbestos coated corridor 
ceiling judged by the state Special 
Legislative Commission on Asbestos 
to be a potential health hazard. 

At the time the report was issued, 
early this year, McClanahan said 
there was no immediate damage pre- 
sent. Work was to have been com- 
pleted over the summer. 

However, because of the fire and 
probable deterioration of parts of the 


ceiling, McClanahan said it is possible 
the work would have to be done sooner 
than expected, before youngsters 
return to the school 

Assistant Superintendent of Schools 
Derek Little told the Town Crier Tues- 
day that a telephone network has been 
set up to inform Glen Road School 
parents where to send their children 
to school on Monday. Calls, said Lit- 
tle, would probably be made Thursday 
or Friday of this week.

The collision occurred at ap- 
proximately 11:15 p.m. Monday, on 
Route 62, 122 feet east of the Route 93 
interchange 

According to Inspector David 
Pierce of the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles Accident Investigation Unit, 
the two cars were traveling in op- 
posite directions along Route 62 when 
the Volkswagen, headed’ east in the 
direction of North Reading, suddenly 
veered across the road and struck the 
Blackburn car head-on. 

Mrs. Blackburn told police she had 
tried to evade the oncoming car by 
slamming on her brakes and swerving 
off to her right, but there wasn't 
enough time. The crash was “almost 
instantaneous," Inspector Pierce 
said. 

Part of the reason for the high 
number of deaths, he speculated could 
have been due to the size of the 
vehicles involved. 

“It didn't help that one of the 

ehicles was very small,” said Insp 
Pierce. 

‘The front end of the Volkswagen 
was demolished almost beyond

recognition. Its trunk lid was pushed 
back into the windshield 

So crushed was the vehicle that 
police and firefighters had to ex- 
tricate the victims with the lifesaving 

_ tool called ‘jaws of life.’ Firefighters 
worked for nearly 20 minutes to free 
the victims. 

According to Insp. Pierce, blood 
samples were taken from the victims 
in the Volkswagen, in an attempt to 
prove or disprove the presence of 
alcohol, but as of Tuesday morning 
results had not been confirmed. 

Police also said that 6ne of the girls 
who was killed had been carrying the 
driver's license of an 18-year-old girl 
not present at the time of the acci- 
dent. The license was recovered from 
the dead girl’s purse. 

The victims were transported by 
Wilmington and North Reading am- 
bulances to the Wilmington Regional 
Health Center, Choate Hospital, 
Winchester Hospital and the New 
England Memorial Hospital in 
Stoneham. 

Mrs. Blackburn was listed in good 
condition at the Winchester Hospital 
Tuesday morning, suffering from a 
fractured jaw and facial injuries. 

Nancy Angelini, the only survivor 
from the Volkswagen, was listed in 
stable condition at New England 
Memorial Hospital where she is con 
fined to the Intensive Care Unit with 
two broken legs and other injuries.

Town meeting delayed? 


A move to gain a delay of the March 
1979 Town Meeting until April 28 may 
soon gain legislative support 

According to State Representative 
James Miceli a bill has been filed in 
the legislature which would allow 
towns with March or April town 
meetings to delay them until as late 
as June, 1979, 

In Wilmington, selectmen have 
already taken action to delay the 
Town Meeting until it is learned what 

action will be taken on Governor 
King’s plan to cap local taxes and 
spending at ‘ast year's level 

Town Manager Sterling Morris has 
suggested a date of April 28 for the 
business portion of the Annual Town 
Meeting. If, however, fio delaying 
legislation is passed, it would be 
necessary for the business portion of 
the Town Meeting to convene on 
Schedule on March 10. Voters could 


then decide to postpone the meeting 
until a later date, Morris said. 

In either event, local elections, the 
first portion of the Town Meeting, will 
be held on schedule on March 3 

The later date so appealed to 
selectmen that they are reportedly 
considering a drive to move the Town 
Meeting up permanently to the last 
two Saturdays in April. 

Such a move would involve a 
charter change and a referendum on 
the ballot, usually a two-year process. 


According to Finance Committee 
Member Arthur Spear such a move 
would: allow’ the Town Manager to 
“get some hard bids" on capital out- 

“lay purchases. Under the present 
system, he said, bids are six to eight 
months old,dind not as firm by the 
time the new fiscal year rolls around 
on July 1 


The other four victims were 
pronounced dead after arrival at the 
various hospitals. Doctors at the 
Wilmington Regional Health Center 
spent 20, minutes trying to revive the 
DeRosa girl, police said, but the 
attempt was futile. 

The accident was the second fatal 
one to occur within two weeks to 
members of North Reading High 
School's Class of 1979. On February 9, 
17-year-old John Eisenhauer was kill- 
ed, and three of his companions were 
seriously injured, when the car in 
which they were riding struck a tree. 
The four had left the Senior Class 
Talent Show only moments before the 
accident occurred. 


The driver of the Volkswagen, Lissa 
Sweetland, was the daughter of Depu- 
ty Fire Chief Ralph Sweetland, Jr. 
and a senior at North Reading High 
School. Her father was not on duty 
when the accident occurred 

Janet DeRosa was also a North 
Reading High School senior. The 
other three girls in the Volkswagen 
were juniors at North Reading High 

Crash victims were later taken to 
the Croswell Funeral Home in North 
Reading

Compugraphic: A success story 


by Elaine DePasquale 

A Wilmington landmark no longer 
serves aS an “economic barometer.” 

Until recent years, a sign up along 
Route 93 used to proclaim: “Com- 
pugraphic needs 83 (or 64 or 17) peo- 
ple. Nowadays the sign is there but 
the numbers have vanished. 

“If we had to put a number out 
there today, it would be in excess:of 
400,"" explained Vince Kaseta, Com- 
pugraphic’s vice president of in- 
dustrial relations, recently. “Our 
personnel department wouldn't be 
able to interview them all.”” 

‘There's little wonder, however, that 
Compugraphic is unable to keep up 
with its employment needs. Like 
Topsey, the company is growing, and 
out-growing, its fiscal bounds by an 
estimated compound rate of 35% per 


year. 

Since 1971, Compugraphic manufac- 
turers of phototypesetting equipment, 
tripled its work force and quadrupled 
its sales. By all indications, the end is 
nowheré in sight. 

Last year, 900 employees were add- 
ed to Compugraphic’s burgeoning 
payroll, and the construction of two 
new facilities, one in Wilmington and 
one in Haverhill, have skyrocketed 
manpower needs even higher 

Currently, the company employs 3,- 
976 people, 2,800 of them in 
Wilmington. Its sales last year topped 
$181 million. That's a long giant-step 
for the company which, in 1966 had a 
mere 61 employees. 

What accounts for this overhwelm- 
ing success and phenomenal growth 
rate? 

Ask them at Compugraphic and 
they'll tell you it all began with put- 
ting the horse before the cart. 

The company, said Compugraphic 
Treasurer David Hepworth, decided 
very early in its corporate history to 
design its products to fit the needs of 
its potential customers rather than 
the then-accepted practice of building 
a product first and then trying to find 
someone to sell it to. 

Begun in Brookline in 1960 by two 
former Photon employees, Com- 
pugraphic soon developed . another 
valuable policy, the cornerstone of its 
Success today. . 

In 1968, phototypesetting was still in 
its infancy. Only the largest 
newspapers and publishers ¢ould, af- 
ford the expetisiVe systems then on 
the market. 

“We realized there was a much 
bigger market out there.jf you came 
up with the product‘at the right 
price,” said Hepworth. 

What Ford did with motorcars, 
Compugraphic did for 
phototypesetters...they made them 
affordable. 

By limiting their machines’ 
capabilities to only those actually 
needed by small newspapers, their 
first ‘target market, Compugraphic 
chopped their competitors prices 
nearly in half. 

‘The firm was aided in its drive to 
achieve lowe prices by the growing 
availability of reasonably-priced com- 
ponent parts. 

Compugraphic aimed its first 
product line at the 1,500 daily and 10,- 
000 weekly newspapers then unable to 
afford their own phototypesetting 
systems.

“We had the weekly newspaper 
a — 


market almost all to ourselves for a 
Couple of years,” recalled Hepworth. 
“Nobody before us really mass 
produced phototypesetting units, but 
now almost everybody else has par- 
tially developed our philosophy.” 

Since that time Compugraphic units 
have found their way into two more 
major markets, commercial and in- 
house printers: Insurance companies 
use them for brochures, colleges for 
catalogues, government agencies for 
dpcuments and forms...the list seems 
endless. 

Newspapers, however, are still the 
major customers. Compugraphic es- 
timates that 79 per cent of the weekly 
newspapers in the United States and 
Canada and 58 per cent of all the 
Wailies own at least one Com- 
pugraphic unit. 

The growth of Compugraphic 
Parallelled the growth of offset prin- 
ting in the newspaper world. Offset 
printing does away with lead type, and 
as a result of its growth, none of the 
old hot lead typesetting machines are 
being made today anywhere in the 
country. 

Today, Compugraphic occupies nine 
buildings, most of them in 
Wilmington. Its main plant on In- 
dustrial Way bas sprouted one addi- 
tion after another, until now the dis- 
tance from front door to back 
measures a quarter of a mile. 

“Space is our biggest problem,” ex- 
plained Kaseta. According to him the 
company is still looking for possible 
sites for expansion. Among these, in 
the near future, he said, may be a 
small manufacturing plant overseas. 

Compugraphic’s international 
marketing now is handled by a 
network of 2,100 independent dis- 
tributers. 

“There aren't too many areas in 
this world we don't cover,” said 
Hepworth 

But no organization goes very far 

without people, and Compugraphic 
has made a very definite habit of be- 
ing nice to its employees. 
In addition to all the customary 
‘employee benefits, the company has a 
profit-sharing plan that distributed 
$2.7 million to employees last year. 

According to Kaseta, the turnover 
rate for Massachusetts Compugraphic 
employees last year 


25 per cent, he said. 

“I think it’s great, the benefits are 

great, the atmosphere is wonderful, 
said North Andover resident Santo 
Zocco.: Zocco, who has spent nine 
years in Compugraphic's final inspec- 
tion department, has had a perfect 
attendance record all that time. 
In the company's newest 
Wilmington plant, under the soft 
lighting of a green-carpeted display 
room with fabric covered walls, Com- 
pugraphic’s entire line can be seen. 

Applications specialist Doreen 
Ferullo, who has an in-depth 
knowledge of each unit's capabilities 
and functions, is only to happy to show 
visitors the latest in Compugraphic's 
wares. These include the 
TrendSetter, a high-speed 
phototypesetting machine, and the 
AdVantage, a recently introduced 
product that allows newspapers to 
make up ads on a display screen 
similar to a television set

Supervisors from three town 
departments met” with Wi 
selectmen last week but failed to 
come up with any concre! 
suggestions for reducing the town's 
fiscal 1980 budget. 


will be forced to lop a whopping $345,- 
000 from its projected budget, already 
trimmed lean by the finance com- 
mittee’s cleaver. 

“I took out everything that we 
thought we could possibly give up this 
year,’ Highway Superintendent 
Robert Palmer told the selectmen. 
“There is just nothing left.”* 

Echoing his sentiments were 
Superintendent of Public Buildings 
Roy McClanahan and Fire Chief 
Arthur Boudreau. Wilmington Police 
Chief Paul Lynch had also been in- 
vited ‘to participate in the roundtable 
discussion, but was unable to attend. 

According to McClanahan, cutting 
in his department would mean cutting 
down on services. If overtime were 
cut, McClanahan said, Recreation 
Department and Community Schools 
programs would have to be pared. 

Until three years ago, according to 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
Aldo Caira, the Fire Department 
operated with three less men. 
However, Fire Chief Arthur Boudreau 
said that layoffs in his department 
would probably mean doing away with 
one ambulance completely. 

To further complicate matters, the 
Massachusetts Firefighters Associa- 
tion has threatened to withhold 
mutual aid from any town which 
reduces its fire department's 
workforce or equipment. 

“T think the governor has the right 
idea,”’ said Caira, ‘but he has made it 
too difficult. I think you are going to 
start pitting one group against 
another in the town." 

Already the Wilmington Teachers’ 
Association is vehemently protesting 
the planned lay-off of 16.5 teachers for 
the coming school year. 

The town currently has 194 
employees, said Town Manager Ster)- 
ing Morris. If it were forced to hold 
the line at last year’s spending levels, 
he added, it could mean eliminating 
the jobs of 18 to 20 employees. 

For each employee laid off, Morris 
said, another $4,000 would have to be 
tacked onto the budget for unemploy- 
ment compensation. 

It would be much easier, however, 
according to Finance Committee 
Chairman Joyce Brisbois, to hold the 
line on last year’s tax rate. In that 
cage, she said, only $118,000 would 
need to be trimmed from the budget. 
This could conceivably be taken care 
of by eliminating the $204,000 worth of 
warrant articles from the 1979 Town 
Meeting.

Meeting, likely to be delayed until

The fincom and the board of 
selectmen plan to write jointly to 
Representatives James Miceli and 
Michael Barrett and to State Senator 
Robert Buell to express their 
recommendation that the bill be 
amended to call for a tax cap rather 
than a-tax spending cap. ‘ 

According to Representative 
Miceli, debate on the Governor's con- 
troversial bill is likely to begin within 
the next week or two. 

Miceli said he had ‘‘mixed feelings” 
about the bill which, he said, House 
leadership considers “flawed.” 

“I think it is a step in. the right 
direction,” he said. ‘I see flaws in it, 
but I think they can be ironed out." 

One particular area to be ad- 
dressed, Miceli said, was to make 
provision for collective bargaining 
agreements already entered into 
between towns and their employees. 

In Wilmington, approximately $190,- 
000 in pay raises have been 
negotiated. 

“I support the governor's concept. 
There is a feeling in the legislature 
that there will be a tax cap proposal 
this year," Miceli said. He added, 
however that the bill which finally 
emerges from the House and the 
Senat ikely to be “‘substantially 
changed,” from its present form. 

“It will probably be something the 
towns will be able to live with,” he 
said, “and may become more drastic 
on a phased-in basis." 

Miceli said he has had a number of 
commuhications from constituents 
about the tax and spending cap 


proposal. 

“T tell them the bill that comes out 
of the legislature will not be the same 
bill,"’ he said. “The governor's bill 
will not pass in total.”” 

In the meantime, Miceli and several 
other representatives have filed 
legislation which would allow 
selectmen in Massachusetts towns to 
delay town meetings ordinarily held 
in March or April until as late as June, 
1979. 

“There is no way you will be able to 
deal with this in a March or’ April 
town meeting,” said Miceli. 

The bill to allow a delay of.town 
meetings, he said, will probably be 
heard this week.
